The Bears in the Wheat. 


During recent months the announce- 


ment that wheat has reached the lowest 
price which of there ia any record has be- 
come common. As harvest approaches 
the price has been settling down lower 
and lower. The effort of th? bears is to 
have the opening price for tlie new crop 
as low as it is possible to make it. I£ 
the government report happens to show 
an unfavorable condition of the growing 
crop it is discredited. 
If it shows that 


the crop is fine and prospects for an 
abundant harvest good it is used for all 
that ia worth. 


The bear argument most frequently 


heard at this time, hovi/ever, is the in- 
creased eiport of wheat from Argentina. 
It is this competition, we are told, 
which is breaking down the market. 
Argentina is a new country with a vir- 
gin soil and a vast expanse of unbroken 
prairie rapidly coming into cultivation. 
And yet when we come to examine the 
figures it does not logically account for 
the low price. 
AVe have at hand the 


figures for the export of wheat from Ar- 
gentina during the fiist seventeen weeks 
of this year. They are but eight and a 
ualf million bushels in excess of the ex- 
ports for the corresponding week of 
1893, 
while in the United States and 


Canada alone the available supply, ac- 
cording to Bradstreets, is nearly twenty 
million bushels less on Hay 20, 1S94, 
than on that date in 1890. 


Nor is this all. It is well known from 


the rapid decrease of what is technically 
kuoVn as the "available supply," that 
is, the amount in public elevators, ware- 
houses and afloat, that the amount of 
wheat in granaries and private eleva- 
tors from which the available supply 
comes is far less than usual at this sea- 
son of the year. The necessititiea of 
the farmer compelled him to sell his 
wheat much earlier than usual, and the 
tight money market prevented the spec- 
ulators from holding on. This caused a 
dump upon the market from which it 
has never recovered, and from which the 
speculators will not permit it to recover 
if they eau help it. 


When the price o£ wheat gets down 


near to that of rye, barley and Indian 
corn its use is vastly increased. Mil- 
lions of peasants in Europe use wheat 
bread .instead of rye and barley, and the 
negroes in the South substitute it to a 
considerable extent for corn bread. 


At present prices wheat bread ia the 


cheapest food that can be obtained. Last 
year the world did not raise enough 
wheat to supply the demand for bread 
and seed, and, as fur as we can judge by 
the crop reports, there is no assurance 


The Gettysburg battlefield is becom- 


ing more and more sacred in the estima- 
tion of the country with each returning 
year, and it is the evident purpose of the 
nation to preserve it and its thiilling 
historic records as perfectly as possible 
for the benefit of posterity. To this 
sentiment, which is as patriotic as it is 
just, every consideration of individual 
interest mnst yield, and this necessitates 
control of the Gettysburg trolley lines 
by government authority to prevent any 
invasion or deformity of the historic 
points of that memorable Held. 


It is reasonable that there should be a 


trolley line for the convenience of the 
many visitors who come to Gettysburg, 
but it is only reasonable that such a line 
should be under proper government re- 
gulation to prevent it from in any way 
disfiguring the battlefield. It is not 
creditable to tlie managers of the Get- 
tysburg trolley line that they have not 
appreciated this supreme necessity from 
the start aud acted in perfect accord 
with those who, from purely patriotic 
motives, are aiming to preserve every 
historic feature of the Gettysburg battle- 
field. That they have not done so is not 
to their credit, and tlie entire country 
will heartily support the government 
commission in taking whatever measures 
shall be. necessary to compel obedience 
to what is obviously a «reat public in- 
terest and a public necessity. 


Much as has been done on the Gettys- 


burg battlefield by tiie government, its 
gre.it work is yet iu its infancy. The 
time will come at no distant day when 
the positions of every organization on 
that battlefield will be marked by suit- 
able monument so that visitors can pass 
from point to point and be advised at 
every stop o£ the special importance o£ 
any particular part of the field. This 
work is now under way, und if it shall 
be necessr.iy to condemn the trolley lines 
to perfect this important system it 
should be done, and it certainly will be 
done without hesitation. Tlieie is but 
one way for the Gettysburg trolley hi 


INHERITANCE. 


to attain success and that is to cordially 
unite with the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Commission and conform to their re- 
quirements. That is necessary to pre- 
serve every important feature of the 
great battle of the war. If they shall 
not do so voluutaiily they will be com- 
pelled to do so, and why not make a 
virtue of necessity and do it giwe- 
fully ?

that it will do so this year. There is, 
therefore, uo just cause for the present 
condition of the market. The specu- 
lators and dealers who are keeping down 
the price, and who may succeed iu keep- 
ing it down after the harvest to such a 
figure that the crop will bring the farm- 
er into debt, are doing the business of 
the country even greater injury than 
the Senate in delaying the tariff bill. 
The source of all wealth is the earth, 
and if the earth tillers of the soil cannot 
thrive, all trade must languish. Agri- 
culture is like the stomach in Agrippa's 
fable. If the stomach is starved by the 
other members, they must in turn be- 
come enfeebled. For this reason it 
seems that the cheaper bread is tiie hard- 
er it is to get. Xever was it so cheap as 
during the past winter, and seldom was 
there so much suffering for lack of it. 
When Dr. Samuel Johnson heard that 
eggs were selling at \\ half penny a dozen 
in the Highlands of Scotland he might 
have inferred that he was in a laud of 
plenty. But he found that they were 
cheap, not because eggs were plenty, hut 
because pennies were scarce. 


What is there in the future for the 


farmer'! What is he to do '! This is 
the question which is exciting anxiety 
iu ten thousand homes. If the new crop 
opens at 50 or 55 cents a bushel on the 
seaboard it means from 25 to M cents 
for the farmer, according to his distance 
from market. At this price the cultiva- 
tion of wheat will bring him into debt, 
and the question is what to do. Here 
on the high priced wheat lands, east of 
the Alleganies, it is probable that the 
farmers will raise less wheat and more 
meat, hay and other crops. California, 
which formerly raised a vast amount of 
wheat, is rapidly abandoning its cultiva- 
tion and engaging in fruit raising. 


Another year may see a decreased 


acreage, a short crop from unfavorable 
weather and such an insufficient supply 
for bread and seed as must force prices 
up. It is just this possibility, however, 
which makes people keep on seeding as 
usual, and so preventing the very thing 
they are looking for.—Balto. Sun., 


Watering Trough Law. 


A case of much interest to farmers 


and township officers was tried in the 
Blair county court last week. 
The 


plaintiff was William Weyant, the super- 
visor of Blair township, and the defen- 
dant was Thomas Patterson, a tax pay- 
er of the same township. The suit was 
brought to recover two years' back road 
taxes amounting to $10. The defense 
was that Mr. Patterson had erected and 
maintained in good repair a puhlic 
watering trough along the township 
road, having pure, clean water running 
into the same, and was easy of access, 
suitable for watering hoises and cattle. 
The defendant claimed that, under the 
provisions of the ac; of April 28,1876, he 
was entitled to the annual compensation

with the culminating atrocity of moral 
if not legal treason against the govern- 
ment. 


The attention of Congress is most 


earnestly called to the growing arro- 
gance of this monster monopoly as 
shown by this recent proceeding added 
to the long continued employment of 
oppresive, immoral and vicious methods, 
unlawful combinations with railroads in 
restraint of commerce and trade and in 
violation of individual rights, and we re- 
spectfully urge that those now call im- 
peratively for immediate public inves- 
tigation and for speedy and efficient leg- 
islation to correct these evils.

"When I went to the war in 1861," 


wrote Senator Wade Hampton, "I took 
with me three thoroughbred stallions. 
One was black, one was a dark chestnut 
and the other was a chestnut sorrel. 
My father was not only a noted importer 
of running horses, but a famous breeder 
of the thoroughbred as well. I rode the 
black stallion at the first Bull Run battle, 
where I commanded the Hampton Le- 
gion. At the famous cavalry fight at 
Brandy Station with Pleasanton, in 1S83, 
I rode the chestnut. He was a hard' 
horse to control in a charge, and on that 
day he twice nearly carried me into the 
enemy's lines. I rode the chestnut sor- 
rel at the great cavalry fight in the rear 
of Meade's army on the third day at Get- 
tysburg, and came near meeting thes->me 
fate as that I escaped at Brandy Station. 
My experience with the thoroughbreds 
is, in time of w-tr, that they are safer 
horses with which to get away from the 
enemy than when you are going toward 
him, especially when on a gallop.

Age 
does not depend on years, but on vigor 


COMMON stock can be improved by 


liberal feeding, but the shortest road to 
improvement is by grading up the stock. 
A pure bred male will change the char- 
acter of the stock m a few years, and 
hen the feed will be applied more 
profitably. 


Do not keep too many varieties of 


stock. The farmer who has two or 
three kinds of sheep or swine will find 
the cost increased.

Fertilizer Hints. 


A good "complete" fertilizer is sup- 


posed to furnish ic an aiailable form ni- 
trogen, potash and phosphoric acid to 
the proportions required by the crop for 
which it is intended. It is assumed 
that the soil contains these elements of 
plant food in proper proportion, but 
only enough for a small yield. For in- 
tance, the so'l may be able to furnish 
enough of each one to produce a crop of 
fifty bushels of potatoes an acre. To in- 
crease the yield, a fertilizer containing 
the three most valuable plant foods in 
pioper proportions must be applied. On 
this basis a complete fertilizer for pota- 
toes should contain potash in much 
laiger proportion than either nitrogen 
or phosphoric acid 
Approximately, the 


proportions should be, phosporic acid, 
two, nitrogen, seven, and potash, four- 
teen, that is, for every one pound of 
phosphoric acid there should be three 
and one-half pounds of nitrogen and 
seven pounds of potash. This is not the 
exact formula, but it is near enough for 
piactical purposes, and in a.form easy to 
remember and apply. 


The economical use of fertilizers re- 


quires crop experiments. Only by them 
can the farmer tell what elements of 
plant food his land needs. 


It may be that his soil contains an 


abundance of nitrogen for a large yield 
ot potatoes, and the small yields is due 
to a deficiency of potash and phosphoric 
acid 
In that case it is money thrown 


away to supply an excess of nitrogen, 
the most costly of plant-foods in com- 
mercial fertilizers. If the land contains 
an abundance of potash and phosphoric 
acid, economy calls for an application of 
mtiogen alone, and so on. Experiments 
n'th fertilizers containing these plant 
foods in different proportions will deter- 
mine what is most profitable to buy and 
apply 


To find the number of pounds of avail- 


able plant food of each kind in a ton of 
fertili?er from the analysis, use the solu 
UL per cent; for every three pounds of 
ammonia estimate two aud one-half 
pounds of nitrogen.—Farm and I\re-

THE cost of a ton of fertilizer may 


reach from $30 to $40, jet there are some 
growers of fruits and vegetables who 
use as much as half a ton of fertiluer 
]«r acre, and who not only flnd that it 
JBIJS in the increase of crop but that the 
land is left m better condition for next 
season. Fertilizers are really cheap as 
they always more than increase the pro- 
duction above their cost. 


How often is it noticed that the poul- 


try on farms have no uniformity of 
color, size or characteristics, jet uni- 
formity in poultry is easily attained bj 
having only one breed of males It is 
i ot expensive to procure males of pure- 
bred poultry, as a single sitting of eggs, 
hatched this year, will provide the males 
for next season, the cost not necessanlj 
exceeding one 01 two dolUrs. 


ALL crops have different values, ac- 


cording to the uses to which thej maj 
be applied. There is a feed-ng v alne and 
a manunal value. AH that is not con- 
sumed is returned to the soil through 
the manure heap, and that porUon 
w Inch is not digested is rendered suit- 
able for pi mt food, thus assist-ng to 
produce the succeeding crop. 


SHFEP are labor-saving stock, as they 


assist themselves and cause but little ex- 
pense in labor of managment. Thej 
also perform labor for the farmer in 
cleanng off weeds and undersirable 
grasses, as well as manuring the soil, 
spreading their droppings evenly ovei 
the surface of the ground, and treading 
them In with their feet 
It is an old ex- 


pression th»t the ' feet of shetpis gold 
to the farmer.'' 


A GOOD cow, intended for large yield 


of milk, should not be valued for the 
amount of beef she will make at some 
future time Keep her m full flow of 
milk and she will produce enough milk 
extra to compensate for any loss from 
beef. The greatest loss is m not feed- 
ing foods that increase the yield. Va- 
riety is better than a steady diet Get 
oil the milk possible from the cow dnnng 
the days of her usefulness by intelli- 
gent management, and the future beef 
vaay be considered. 


CATTLE and sheep should have a Inmp 


of rock salt to go to when they please. 
They should also be able to get all the 
pure water they want, and just when 
they want it. Sheep may take but little 
when they feed in the morning, while 
the grass is wet with dew, and this has 
led some to think there is no need of 
having water in their pasture, but they 
should have an opportunity to get it 
when they want it, and they will want 


THE farmer who is fattening cattle 


rain usually make the most money by 
feeding only such crop* as he grows on 
the Cum. That Is. supposing he grows 
a good variety. Good hay, corn ensil- 
age, com, oats, wheat bran and oil meal 
make op inch a variety, but if he can- 
not grow all or nearly all of these he 
•ear find it mow profitable to purchase 
aod> as are lacking from the hat rather 
than to restrict them in variety.

It might 
be fin ther added that swine husbandry 
can be started with the least invested 
capital of any other, and that even the 
poorest farmer can afford to start with 
half a do^en swine. Returns are always 
absolutely sure in swine raising, for 
there is no loss. Should the market be 
oveistocked, the meat is always of value 
to the farmer foi family use, and Liter 
the pork may sell well.

Fruit skins carry germs and are DO more 
intended for Iniman subsistance than po- 
tato skins, melon rinds, or pea pods 
The bloom of the peach is a luxuriant 
EUOBth of microbes, that of the grape 
only less so , and when these skms are 
taken into the stomach they flnd most 
favoiable conditions for their lively and 
upid development, which causes the de- 
caj of the fiuit before it is possible to 
digest it. Tins is the reason that so 
many persons think they cannot eat raw 
fruit 
If they would m all cases discard 


the skin they could derive only good 
from the fruit itself 
STature provides 


the sk n for the protection of the fruit 
fiom the multitude of germs which are 
ever ready to attack it, as is evidenced 
when the skin is bruised or broken in 
any way The microbes at once begin 
their work of decav, and the fruit is un- 
fit for food 
Children are chief offend- 


ers m respect to this rule, and should lie 
carefully watched aad frequently cau- 
tioned. A daintiness as to the condition 
of fruit should also be cultivated, to pre- 
vent its being eaten unripe, or too old, 
on the verge of decay. Remember that 
it is sweet and ripe fruit, m prime con 
dition only, that is recommended. 


Onions 


For a hard, tij,ht cough, nothing is 


better than to eat a raw onion. Tins 
will loosen the phlegm almost imme- 
diately 
Onions are also recommended 


as a pi evenhve of grippe and other epi- 
demic diseases of catarrhal nature, and 
are sud to be, when eaten raw before re- 
tiring, an unfailing remedy forinsomma 
It is also oni> of tbe most wholesome 
and nutritious foods, and has been so 
used from the most remote antiquity. 
It is ,i native of India and aho of Egypt, 
where it grows in great perfection, and 
is said to be of exquisite flavor. The 
Buimudn onions aie the finest bronght 
to our markets. 


It is said that in Spam and Portugal a 


raw onion, with a piece of bread, often 
forms the dinner of a laboring man. 
Onions certainly contain a large amount 
of uitrogeuouB matter, and doubtless 
would be used more than they now are 
it their odor were less pronounced.— 
Nuo Yoil, World.
